A YF.PiY early frlcinlshlp commenced 
liutwuen Antony and Augustus, who 
were nearly ol' an age, and as tliry 
View ndiyliJjuurs, iIil'^ Wi;rc almost iii- 
sejKi i-ii]jlu ciiiripaiiioiis.

Eosc. lie wiis dressed and nudrcssed 
y other people , and oven the cutting 
of his o>vu victuab seemed a pain to 
liiui. 

Wliile Augustus, In a thin lincil 
jacket, assisted Iiis fatlicr to cnltivate 
M small garden for tlidr amiisenient , 
jVniony , in a rieh velvet coal , was 
lolling in a coach, and |'aying iijoming 
visits his niiininia. If he went 

nbrond to eiijny the , aiij got out of 
lltc carriage hut lor a minute, his great 
coat -w.as put on, and c handlercbiel'tied 
round his neck, to prevent his catdung 
cold. Thus acoustDmed to heboinourea 
to excess, he wished for evety tbiig he 
.,fiaW'Or cqnld think oi'; htut his wish 
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■was no sooner obtained , than he be- 
came tired of it, and was coiisianliy 
udhiijipy ill lha pursuit of new nhjccts. 

As llic scrvaiiis bad strict orders to 
obey him with implicit submission, he 
became so whimsical and imperious , 
that he was haled and despised 
ereiy one in the house, excepting his 
{« rents. Aagustns was his ony com- 
paoion -wholoved him, and it was up- 
on that account he patiently put up 
■with his humours. He was so per- 
fectly master of his temper, that he 
ivould at times ibake hidi as good ha- 
DH)ured as himself. 

Mr. Leuox would semetimes ask 
'Augustus , how he contrived to be 
always so meriy ; to which he one day 
answered, that nis father had told him, 
that no person conld be perfectly hap- 
py , unless they mi^ed some kind of 
employment with their pleasures. *^ I 
iiav« ' frequently obserred ( continued 
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A'Jgusiiis) that the most tedious aod 
dull days I experlenre ary those , in 
ivhich 1 IK) kind of work. It is pro- 
perly blending Cicrcisc Aviih amiise- 
meDt that keeps in siicit good 
heahh and spirits. 1 fear neilher the 
winds nor the rain, iicitlicr the heat of 
summer nor the cold of -vvinlerjand I 
)iave frequKDtlj dug up a whole plat ia 
my garden before Antony lias quitted 
bis pillow in the morning. " 

Mr. Lenox felt the proprie^ erf" suck 
coodnct t and a sigh nnevoidably es- 
caped bim. He then went to constd 
Mr. Littleton in what manner lie 
should act, in order to make Antony 
as beany and robust as Augustus. Mr. 
Littleton informed him in what man- 
ner he treated his son. " Tlie powers 
of the body and the mind ( siud he ) 
should be equally kept in esercise ,

T!ie lu-rs.-n wlin lias l.rni a.- 
ciHioiiif'd from liis diiidiioud Id have 
J>CL'ii HalLcmi, will he ONposcd to inanv 
vexatious disajipoiiiliiicius. lii- -will 
sigh after those things, the vvant or 
posfiossioD o( -nhidi will equally make 
him miserable. I hsve , liowevcr, eveiV 
jeason to believe, tliat Atigostus ytin 
never be tbat man. " 

!tb. Lenox saw th« tnith of those 
argiHneats, bihI detomined to ado|it 
tiie same plan for the Ireatmetil of his 
son. But It was now too fete , for An- 
tony was fourteen years of age , and his 
mind and- bo^ so much eneneted*, 
that be could not bear die least fiitigu- 
ing cxertioQSt His HU)ther» wbo was 
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as wcali as himself, bpfjsicd of her liiis- 
band Hot to teaze lUcir dirliiig, and lie 
was at ietl <^liged to give way to licr 
HnpOTtniHties , when Autoiiy again 
Slink into liis former destructive ef- 
femmatj'. Tlie strength of his IwtJy 
declifted , iti piofKJition as his min^ 
■was degraii(;d Lv ifjnorance. 

As soun its Atitony had entered 
SCTcmcefith ^nr, his parents sent him 
In [lie miivcrsiiy , inteiiJing to bring 
liim np to the si.u'iy the law;'a«u 
AngiisEtis being intend for the Ntme 
profession , he accompanied hiin tfiiiWr. 
AugnsUis liad never iind iiny olhor in- 
stiuctor than lii^ fitllier ; ^Vliile Aiiiony 
had as niiiny maslers as there are dil- 
ii^ent sciences, from vlioni he h arned 
only a sDperlicial cducatiun, lij rciaiii- 
ing little more than the terms used in 
the diiTercnt branches he had stndied. 
ABgBfitns, on the contrary, was like a 
liaroen » vrkose aiiy silUQUon adoiits tbe 
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rays of the sua to ereiy part of it , mi 
in which eveiy seed, by aproper culti- 
vation, advances rapidly lo perfection. 
Already well instriicK'd, he still thirst- 
ed after further knowledge , and liis di- 
ligtiiice good Leliavinur atlbrdtld a 
piilterii for imiciriun to all ins compa- 
* iiions. The mildness ol' his temper, 
and his vivacity and sprightly humour , 
made his company at all times desira- 
ble; he was univereally beloved, and 
cveiy one was his friend.

It b not 
the cane that I' value on any other 
consideration than 'that it was my fa- 
ther's present, and I would wish to 
conviucti him lliat I lake caic of every- 
thing he gives mc."

" Though the loss is only a single 
egg, yet that perhaps will iniorm them 
that their liabitation is discovered , 
■wlien liicy have eveiy thing to be 
afraid of from otir vinleiic^. They 
Buess, that when tlieir little ones sliall 
lie hatched, those that robbed them of 
an egg, will return and seize upon thcif 
infant family. If this nest you have 
liBeii robbiDg , for I cannot call it any 
thing less thaa a roUieiy, should be on 
that acconut -fbrMkeii , 1 think you will 
be very sor^ &r ic" 
■ Gr^iy replied , that it would in- 
deed give liint uaick measiness, and 
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socnicd very sorry that lie had racd-r 
died with ihe o^^, " But, ( s;iitl he 
to his maiQLtia ) 1 had not the Ic^ksi. 
tbouyht f>t" wli.it you have been telling' 
ine, nor did I supj)ose there could he 
any harm in bringing it to my sistei^ 
for, it was pripct^dly on that account 
that I took il" 

His mamma replied, that she readily 
belisTed him ; for she told him. she 
'was sensible , that he had too good 9 
Iieart to -wish to Jo mischief merely for 
the sake of tormenting others. Giegoiy 
Was , indeed , a very {^ood iioy , and was 
as remarkable for his duty to bis pa- 
rents, his tender attadimeat to his 
sister, and his universal benevolence 
to every one.

any more tliun every bird, some being 
great and olhers little ; some are never 
seen to perch on trees, while otkers 
are hardfy ever out of them ; some are 
hnVcy and inactive , others slim , and 
full of ciinniiig and industry ; the phi- 
Biagc of some are beautifnl beyond de- 
scription, with an amazing variety of 
colonrs, and others have a plain and 
homely appearance; some subsist on 
fruits , some teed upon insects , and 
many live by making a prey of, and 
devouring ilie smaller birds." 

Here lier litilu dniigliier exclaimed, 
'« Ch , what Tivickcd creatures ! I am 
sure I should tliink it no crime to 
destroy the nests of such niinaUtrat 
birds. " — " Very trite, (replied her 
mamma ) and there are many more of 
your way of tliiuking; and tlterefoie 
tliesc great birds ivho live npon tlw 
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smaller class, build tlicir nests in places 
where they cannot be easily disUirbed, 
such as in woods, in crevices of rocks, 
and in other places most unfrequent- 
ed W men , or at heights b^ond our 



Since, therefore, my dear children, 
thesB Jiirds are greatly ditfcrent from 
each other, as well m me as in tho 
mode of liping, and in the variety o£ 
their plumage, it will naturally follow; 
that llieir nests must also difler. The 
lark never perches on a tree , and sings 
only when mounting in the air, and 
builds her nest on the ground. The 
swallow builds about the roofs of 
houses, under what we call the eves, 
and sometimes in the corners of win- 
dows. The owl, who flies abro:id only 
in the night , seeks out deserted habi- 
tations, or some hollow tree, wherein 
to deposit her eggs ; and the eagles , 
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hilcly'out of sight, bring forth tliaf" 
joung in the clifl's of cra^ rocks. 
Those birds , whidi so prellily sport 
Totind our houses, ond hop from branch 
to branch, nial4e their nesis in trees 
mid hedges. Those wlio sport on the 
■water, and find tli<;ir living therein , 
build their nests among tlie rushes 
that gro'A on the banks. 

We wlfl, one fine day, take a -walk 
into tiie little valley that lenninatcs 
our large meadow, and yon will lliere 
see a number of these pretiy creatures 
busy in selecting the materials , of 
iffbtch they comp^c their nests. Tou 
will obserre one eoiployed bi conying 
off a wbeaten stnw, another with wool 
or feathers in its beak , another vrvih a 
dried leaf, and perhaps with a little 
moss. Tou may frecjuently notice 
the stitbIIow , on the borders of a lim- 
pid stream, moistening in the water a 
EtUe- bit of earth , vhidi he hoUb in 
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his beak, and with tliis lie bnilds his 
liabitation ; and , thoiigli the outside 
of its nest is formed of hard and du- 
rable materials, the inside is lined witli 
the softest and warmest. There are 
even some birds, who pnli off their 
□Wn feathers to make up a cooiforlahle 
bed, -wherein to secure their young 
from every- inclemency of ihe elements. 

Their Jiesis are made large or 
(mall, in proportion to the nuuiLer of 
,8ggs they are to contain. Some birds 
luBg up their nests ' by' a kind of 
thread , -which ^ttf have the skill to 
fomi ' of 4ax, difierenb sorts 
-^reeds^ and of .iltb-webg of sgi&edu 
Others place It in: the middle of a 
soft and gliiy snbsiance , to -which, 
they carefully slick many frailiers. All 
birds seek reiircd and soUtarj' places* 
and use eveiy endeavour' to niake their 
Wits stipDg end solid t to senuK them 
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from the attacks of enemies of Yarious 
species. 

" It is in this bind of habitation 
tLer lay their eggs , vhere the mother, 
Bnd at times the father, sits npon 
Aem, puts eveiy tiling within tfaeni 
tat a motion, and at last produces little 
creatures, 'who break mrough their 
thell, and come forth. ' 

** I doubt not hut you hare often 
seen a fly in -winter, which appeared 
to have no life in it; jet, upon taking 
it into your hand, the warmth proceed- 
ing from it has brought it to life. It 
is nearly the same thing i\itl» birds, 
the perseverance of whose parents, ia 
brooding upon their eggs, converts them 
into living creatures. 
. While the mother is sitting, the 
cocl: is' hex constant attendant, and 
■mases her -vrith- his music. Whea 
^ fooag binds ;ue lutdied, the ^ 
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ones endeavour to release them from 
the coiifiiiemeal of llie egg. At this 
period, tlieir diligence 'is redoubled; 
they do every thing to nourish and de- 
fend them, and are constantly employ- 
ed in that interesting pursuit. Nor 
distance deters them/ from seeking theie 
food, of wluch they make an equal 
distribution^ eveiy one receiving in h'ta 
turn what they have been enabled to 
|irocur& So long as they continua 
young and helpless , they contrive to 

§rocure such food as b adapt^ to 
leir delicacy; but as soon as theyara 
grown stronger by age, they provida 
for them food of a more solid nature. 

" The pelican , which is a very largi? 
bird , is oblijied to go a great distance 
for fooil for its young, end tiicrefore 
nature has provided it wiiti a sort of 
bag , vihicU she fills with such food as 
she knows is most agieeaUe to the pa- 
late 4^ her yoting oneii She wacms 
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•fi-hat she procures, and liv sHcli means 
nialces it finer for their tender slo- 
iaachs. 

" Wliile they am tlius acting ilic 
ttarental part, iliey seem to be forgetful 
of tbemselifes, and attentive only to 
their linle family. On tlie approach 
of either rain or tempests,' tliey nastcn' 
to their nests, and coVer'.it -as Well as 
flicy can wilh expanded wings , there- 
hy keeping out the wind and water 
from hurting their inffliit brood. All 
iheii" nights are emplovcd in nourish- 
ing and keeping thein -warm.Tlie most 
tiihorons 'among the feathered raee, 
■y{\iO will fly away on the iewst milse 
that approaehes them, and trcmljlc at 
the most trilling apprehensions ol' dan- 
ger, become strangers to i'ear as soon 
as they have a yoniijj f'iiniiiv to take 
care of, and are inspired with courage 
and intrepicb'ty. VVe see an instance 
idt &ii in the common- hen , "rrho f 
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becocnes a parent, thao she^veB-pnM^ 
of courage, and boldly sMitds fotlft>^| 
defence of her young. She "will £hM 
the largest dog, and wifl nbt ru« even 
irom a man , "who sliall attempt to rob 
her of her young, 

" In nearly a similar manner , ih< 
little birds endeavour to- protect their 
infant family. When an enemy ap-' 
proachcs , they wiU flauer round tliB 
nest, will seem to tall out. for ■assisi* 
ance , viill attack the irivador , an<t 
pursue him. The mother will fre* 
qaefitly preCer ' ooniiniag herself - \mh 
them to the ploasurti of .ranftl^njf 
through the woods, and will not q'uit 
her httle progeny. " 

Here their mamma ended, and her 
two children promised ibey never 
would any more disturb those pretty, 
feathered animals. Hiey promised onl^ 
^ look at their ncsu^ irlthout hting 
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no-.awA -aj to do 'them any li&ntC 
said th^ would he satislied with, 
eizibg oa Uiem , wliile employed in the 
oettghtful task of atteoding on their 
joang , and [ comforting aAd carcs^g 
'tb>!<B'ai>p'otect(id oQsjiiiag. 
t ** JAy dear children , ( said their main* 
'ink) tus is the. conduct you ought to 

ruisue. Keep jour resolmions, ind 
shall love you the more tender^f for 
it. Do no ininiy to .any creature, for 
he who made you, made them daoh" 
Take no delight in giving pain to titt 
most insignificant part of the crestiiHi; 
bvi Endeavour, on all occasiau, to 
fcnitribute to then happinesh
